Report from Hongkong—Improvement in cholera situation. 


HONGKONG, CHINA, June 10, 1902. 


Sik: I have the honor to transmit herewith the abstract of bills of 


health issued at this station during the week ended June 7, 1902: Four 
vessels were inspected, 385 individuals were bathed at the disinfecting 
station, and 471 bundles of clothing and bedding were disinfected by 
steam. 

The cholera situation shows marked improvement in this city, 16 cases 
and 13 deaths having been reported during this week. This makes a 
total of 340 cases and 302 deaths thus far this year. Fifty-three cases 
and 52 deaths from plague were also reported, making a total of 241 
cases and 232 deaths thus far this year. No other communicable diseases 
were reported in the colony during the week. 

Reports from Pakhoi indicate that plague has rapidly declined in that 
city, and compared with last year the epidemic was not severe.

In addition, three steam launches intended for the Philippine 
customs service were inspected and held to complete fifteen days, as a 
vase of plague occurred among the crews June 6, 1902. 

The cholera situation in this city continues to show great improve- 
ment, 5 cases and 5 deaths having been reported among the Chinese 
population. This makes a total thus far this year of 345 eases and 507 
deaths. Reports from surrounding cities also indicate that the epidemic 
has rapidly declined. 

The sanitary returns also report 39 eases and 39 deaths from plague, 
1 case and 1 death from smallpox, and i case and 1 death due to enteric 
fever. The total plague figures thus far this year are, therefore, 280 
cases and 271 deaths.

CANTON, CHINA, April 25, 1902. 

SIR: Medical men at home and abroad will, I have no doubt, take a deep interest in 
the outcome of the experiments in leprosy cases now being made in Canton by the noted 
specialist Dr. Adolph Rezlag, of Vienna, Austria. 

The following preliminary report thereon has just been made to me by Dr. Swan, of 
the Canton hospital : 

“CANTON, CHINA, April 25, 1902. 

“Sirk: Knowing of your kind and generous interest in the work of this hospital, I 
beg leave to report to you a few brief facts in connection with an experiment now being 
made here by Dr. Adolph Rezlag, of Vienna, Austria. Dr. Rezlag came to us highly 
recommended by physicians of Hongkong, Manila, and other points in the far East, and 
his standing in the medical profession is unquestionable. He is specially interested in 
the study and treatment of Asiatic cholera and leprosy, and has applied to us for any 
aid we could give him to facilitate his work of research in connection with these dis- 
eases. In Manila, Sandwich Islands, and elsewhere his great difficulty hax been to 
secure apy degree of freedom in the study and treatment of leprosy or cholera, owing 
to the strict government regulations in connection with such diseases. He has also 
found it difficult to obtain reliable expert evidence as to the exact results he has accom- 
plished in the treatment of leprosy and cholera. 

** After carefully considering the matter and obtaining the approval of our board ot 
hospital managers to lend Dr. Rezlag what aid we could, we have admitted 5 
marked cases of leprosy into an isolated room and have given the doctor what aid we 
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could in providing suitable conditions for the treatment of these cases. Every pre- 
caution has been taken against infection from these cases which in twenty-four hours 
time have begun to show signs of improvement. 

‘**From Dr. Rezlag’s intelligent methods of treatment and the enthusiasm he shows 
in the management of these cases, I am led to believe that gratifying results will in the 
end be obtained. I may add that one or two physicians will be associated with myself 
in the observations made in connection with these cases ; also that there are no secret o1 
proprietary remedies used or any methods of treatment followed that would be in the 
least detrimental to the welfare of the patient. Photographs have been taken of the 3 
cases now under treatment, and it is expected that a fall report will be made of these 
and other cases that are likely to come under treatment, to a general medical congress 
which meets a few months hence in Vienna. Later on I ‘shall be pleased to report to 
you more fully what has actually been accomplished. The self-denying efforts of Dr. 
Rezlag freely made on behalf of a class of people subject to a living death, are, I think, 
worthy of admiration and support, and we shall be pleased to further his efforts in any 
way that we can.

Municipality of Port Limon orders hospitals moved outside of city. 
[From the Limon Weekly News of June 28 and July 5, 1902. ] 


‘** The sixth session took place at 7 p. m. on the 9th instant. There were 
present, Don Felipe Alvarado, president; Don Carlos Saborio, and Don 
Franciseo Paula Guttierrez. The governor was also present. 

‘Article 3. The president made a motion that taking into considera- 
tion the grave dangers caused by existence in this town of the United 
Fruit Company, Costa Riea Railroad, and charity hospitals, they be 
ordered to remove them outside of the town. It was agreed to give to 
the companies and the corporation mentioned the period of one year 
to remove these establishments out of the town. The governor was 
instructed to take the measures necessary according to the opinion of 
the medical officer to preserve as much as possible the health of the town.”’ 
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Proposed construction of three hospitals. 
[Decree No. 26, June 30, 1902. ] 


‘*Considering that the foundation and maintenance of 3 hospitals in the 
Comarca of Port Limon is of imperious necessity, it is decreed that the 
decree of June 9% 1899, be reformed in the following terms: 

“Article 1. The construction of three hospitals by the executive power 
will be proceeded with as soon as possible; one for the service of the zone 
comprehended between Gaupiles and La Junta; another for the zone com- 
prehended between La Junta and the port of Port Limon, and another for 
the service of the port of Port Limon. The two first will have an isola 
tion ward, and the one for Port Limon will be exclusively for the isolation 
and treatment of patients suffering with contagious diseases. 

‘*For these constructions the expenses necessary will be met by the 
funds existing in the public treasury arising from the tax created by 
the decree already alluded to. 

“Art. 2. The buildings once constructed and equipped, the product of 
the tax will be destined to their maintenance, and the overplus to the 
building of a general hospital in the port of Port Limon according as may 
be decreed. In the event of the executive power considering it advisable 
to undertake as soon as possible the construction of the latter hospital, 
they are authorized to estimate the approximate cost and appropriate 
the amount after providing for the maintenance of the three already 
mentioned hospitals. 

“Art. 3. After the foregoing have been provided for, balance will 
accumulate until a capital of C 100,000 is reached which will remain 
consolidated in the public treasury.

Dr. Carlos Finlay, for three years a member of the board for diagnosis of infectious 
diseases, has been appointed chief of the sanitary department of the city of Havana, in 
the place of Maj. W. C. Gorgas, with Dr. Enrique Barnet, tor some time an assistant 
surgeon in the United States Army, as assistant. The Cuban quarantine board is 
unchanged, and the national board of health, though projected, has not been constituted. 

Drs. Finlay and barnet are excellent men, and while Cubans, are men of experience 
and in sympathy with the American systems of sanitation.

ITALY.—Two plague cases occurred on the steamship Duca de Galliera, 
coming from Buenos Ayres with 700 passengers, which arrived at Genoa 
on June 23 The steamship, with all the passengers, was sent to Asinara, 
in Sardinia. 

FRANCE.—On board the steamer Cambodia, of the Messageries Mari- 
times Line, which arr.ved at Marseille on June 16, a suspicious case of 
sickness oecurred on the voyage from Constantinople. The ship was 
therefore detained at the quarantine station at Frioul and there disin- 
fected. 

EeyptT.—Between June 13 and June 19, inclusive, 4 fresh plague 
cases and 1 death were registered. 

BriTIsH East InpIA.—In the Bombay Presidency there were regis- 
tered during the week ended June 6, 674 plague cases and 504 deaths, 
of which 124 cases and 115 deaths occurred in the city of Bombay. 

MADAGASCAR.—During the period from May 19 to June 14, 85 deaths 
from plague were registered at Majunga. 

CaPpE CoLony.—Between May 17 and May 24, 2 fresh plague cases 
were recorded in Port Elizabeth. 

QUEENSLAND.—According to the official bulletins there occurred 
between April 27 and May 10, at Brisbane, 18 plague cases and 6 deaths.

Health report from Berlin. 


BERLIN, GERMANY, July 5, 1902. 

Str: | have the honor to report that the death rate of the city of 
Berlin for the week ended June 21 was the lowest of any week during 
the present year, with the exception of the last week of January, viz, 
13.7 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 14.5 per 1,000 dur- 
ing the foregoing week. London, Paris, and Vienna, as well as two- 
thirds of the large German towns, including Hamburg, Munich, and 
Dresden, all showed a higher rate of mortality than Berlin. The 
Charlottenberg and Schodneberg statistics were, however, still more 
favorable, the death rate of the former being 11.0 and the latter only 
9.8 per 1,000 inhabitants. The number of deaths among infants, it 
is true, indicated a considerable increase, having risen from 3.6 to 
4.1 per 1,000, although this rate did not reach even one-half the rate of 
Chemnitz and Munich. Cases of acute diseases of the intestines were 
somewhat more frequent, causing 65 deaths. The number of cases of 
acute diseases of the respiratory organs remained about the same as 
quring the foregoing week, causing 40 deaths. Deaths from consump- 
tion were considerably less frequent, their number having decreased in 
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four weeks from 102 to 69. Measles claimed only 4 victims, one-fourth 
of the number in the previous week. Eight deaths from scarlet fever 
were registered. There occurred only 1 death from diphtheria. 
Twenty three persons died by violence, that number being the largest 
in any single week since the first week of the new year.

Bulgarian quarantine measures against plague. 


[Clipping from the Berliner Tageblatt. ] 


BERLIN, GERMANY, July 3, 1902. 


The Bulgarian Government has, as we are informed by telegraph 
from Sofia, declared Constantinople, beginning with the day before 
yesterday, to be infected with plague, and has put in force, until further 
notice, the following quarantine regulations : 

1. Travelers coming from Constantinople to Bulgaria via Burgas, 
Varna, and Hebitschewo, shall be subjected to a strict medical exami- 
nation and the disinfection of their baggage. For this purpose such 
travelers will be detained in quarantine for twenty four hours, and 
longer if the said examination and disinfection render it necessary. 
In addition to this, said travelers will be subjected to medical super- 
vision for ten days at the place of destination. Regarding travelers 
who only pass through Bulgaria, no prescriptions are contained in the 
ordinance. 

2. Ships arriving from Constantinople are only allowed to enter 
Burgas and Varna, where they obtain free pratique for other Black Sea 
ports. 

3. It is prohibited to import the following articles into Bulgaria: 
Worn linen and ¢lothing, rugs and similar articles which have been 
used, rags, even if pressed by hydraulic power and packed in bales, old 
and used bags, carpets, and embroideries, as well as all fresh animal 
products such as bones, hoofs, undried and unsalted entrails, raw hides 
and such like.

Cholera in the Philippine Islands. 


MANILA, P. I., June 12, 1902. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit report of the progress of cholera in 
the Philippine Islands for the weeks ended May 31 and June 7, 1902. 

It will be seen that the situation has remained about the same in 
Manila, and the end is not yet in sight. The disease has about subsided 
in the Camarines, one of the first provinces affected, and the same is 
more or less true of the provinces of Bulacan and Pampanga, both of 
which were affected early and have suffered severely from the disease, 
some of the pueblos having lost as high as one-tenth of their entire 
population. 

During the past two weeks the provinces of Laguna and Batangas 
have become badly infected, and many of the towns, especially Calamba, 
Biflai, Santa Cruz, and Santa Tomas, have suffered serious epidemics. 
The disease has also increased in Cavite province, and several of the 
marines have died, including 1 officer. The disease has also affected 
the soldiers in Laguna and Batangas provinces, and a number have 
died. 

The disease was introduced into Laguna province from Manila by 
persons who were allowed to travel up the Pasig River on passes, and 
by cascoes and their crews, and from this province it spread overland 
to towns in Batangas province, and it is reported that the disease has 
been taken by bancas carrying people from Batangas to Calapin, on the 
adjacent island of Mindoro. 

So far, 27 boats have had cases of cholera appear on board while serv- 
ing the required five days’ quarantine, but none have had cases of the 
disease occur after being allowed to sail, and no port in the islands has 
been infected by boats from Manila since the epidemic started, except 
that of Nueva Caceres, which, as already reported, was infected about 
the same time that the disease appeared in Manila, and Tacloban, which 
in all probability was infected from Nueva Caceres.

Report from San Juan—Quarantine transactions at ports and subports— Mor- 
tality statistics. 


San JUAN, P. R., July 7, 1902. 

Sir: I have the honor to forward herewith the following statement of 
the quarantine transactions at this and the 6 subports of the island of 
Porto Rico for the month of June, 1902: 

San Juan.—Number of vessels inspected, 19; number of bills of 
health issued, 27 ; number of vessels held in quarantine, 2; number of 
pieces of baggage disinfected, 54; number of sacks of mail disinfected, 
5; number of persons detained at the quarantine station, none ; num- 
ber of persons vaccinated, 7; number of vessels disinfected, none. On 
the 17th instant, the French steamship Saint Simon arrived from Saint 
Mare, Gonaives, Petit Goave, Port au Prince, Cape Haitien, and 
Sanchez. Bills of health presented by this vessel were all clean, and 
the local passengers were permitted to land. Two sacks of mai! from 
Cape Haitien were disinfected at the quarantine station. The vessel was 
held in quarantine while here, and transacted all her business under 
guard. The Spanish steamship Montevideo, from Havana. Port Limon, 
Colon, Barranquilla, Puerto Cabello, and La Guayra, via Ponce, arrived 
upon the 18th instant; all bills of health clean. Passengers for Porto 
Rico were allowed to land as immunes. Twelve pieces of baggage and 
a sack of mail were removed to the island and disinfected. The vessel 
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was placed in quarantine under guard while she remained in port. 
The 2 Cuban steamships of the Herrera Line, the Julia and the Maria 
Herrera, arrived upon the 19th and 28th, respectively. They were 
both upon their regular schedule from Cuban and Dominican ports and 
they had both been disinfected at Santiago de Cuba prior to clearing 
for this port. The bills of health carried by these steamships were all 
clean, and they were therefore granted free pratique and passengers 
permitted to land. One sack of mail from the Julia and 1 sack of 
mail and 42 pieces of baggage from the Maria Herrera were removed to 
the island and there disinfected. 

I inclose herein vital statistics of the city of San Juan. The city was 
officially reported free from smallpox June 30, no cases having occurred 
since June 15. 

The following embraces a report of the vessels inspected at the sev- 
eral subports : Mayaguez, 11; Arecibo, 3; Humacao, 3; Aguadilla, 1; 
Fajardo, 2; Arroyo, 1. 

The following are the mortality statistics from the subports : Mayaguez, 
112; Arecibo, 88 ; Humacao, 28 ; Aguadilla, 52 ; Fajardo, 48 ; Arroyo, 33.

GREAT BRITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended June 28, 
1902, correspond to an annual rate of 15.1 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 14,862,909. 

Bradford.—Two weeks ended June 28, 1902. Estimated population, 
281,770. Total number of deaths, 170, including diphtheria, 3; enteric 
fever, 1; measles, 18; scarlet fever, 2; whooping cough, 2, and 17 from 
tuberculosis. 

London.—One thousand two hundred and fifty-one deaths were regis- 
tered during the week, including measles, 44; scarlet fever, 9; diph- 
theria, 14; whooping cough, 31; enteric fever, 8; smallpox, 17, and 
diarrhea and dysentery, 16. The deaths from all causes correspond 
to an annual rate of 14.2 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,694 deaths 
were registered. In the ‘‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 4 from dipb- 
theria, 2 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 9 from smallpox, and 3 
from whooping cough. 
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Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended June 28, 1902, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 19.3 per 1,000 of the population, which is 
estimated at 1,092,322. The lowest rate was recorded in Lurgan, 
viz, 4.4, and the highest in Kilkenny, viz, 64.6 per 1,000. In Dublin 
and saburbs 149 deaths were registered, including enteric fever, 4;
